Senator Walsh at once ordered 
Burns subpenaed to explain why 
McLean had the secret code. Burns’ 
admission that McLéan was al- 
lowed the secret service badge and 
rrivileges increased the amazement 
of the invstigating committe. And 
that failed to account for the use 
of the cipher by McLean's coterie 
of confidential advisers, who under 
ithe law prohibiting use of the 
code, were not entitled to it. More- 
over, the restrictions specifically 
limit the code use to official busi- 
ness. 

Walsh Given Translation. 

\ Senator Walsh réceived from The 
World during the day the literal 
transiations of the decoded mess- 
ages—The World’s story having 
giveh just a paraphrase jn view of 
the legal limitations on the pub- 
lication of the secret cipher. The 
literal ren@rings are to be fur- 
nished'to the Army and Navy ex- 
perts, he indicated, to aid their 
completion ofthe analysis which 
had made no™material progress 
until. the decoding key was sup- 
plied through the,agency of The 
-World article. 

In consequence of the enlightens. 
ment now thrown en the Depart- 
ment of Justice's direct interest in 
McLean, admission was made by 
Mrs. Mary Duckstein, wife of the 
McLean agent referred to in vari- 
ous messages as “the Duck,” that 
it was she who signed the code 
message with the signature of 
“Mary.” 

In- The World's story “Mary” er- 
roncously was identified as Miss 
Mary. Quigley, chief telephone op- 
erator in McLean’s newspaper of- 
fice here. 

Mrs. Duckstein, however, made 
known today that she was the 
sender of this message which, de- 
coded and paraphrased, read: 

‘Sent for by Burns, who told me

As this was one of the most tm- 
portant of the ciphered advices to 
MtLean, in that it linked Burns 
with the “tipping off” process, its 
being signed by Mrs. Duckstein, 
instead of by Miss Quigley, lent far 
greater weight to its meaning, in 
the opinion of committee members. 

Kenator Walsh Acts. 

Senator Walsh decided to turn 
the oil inquiry immediately to the 
wistas of the case now opened up. 
Mrs. Duckstein, her husband, 
Burns, and all the others thus 
linked up with the Department of 
Justice’s definite inclusion in the 
oil. situation wiN be © examined, it 
was détermined. 

“T was amazed at the decleoure,* 
Senator Adams, Democrat, Color- 
ado, of the Oi) Investigating Com- 
mittee said. “The impetus it has 
given to the inquiry is of the 
greatést importance. It has solved 
a riddle that blocked progress’ of 
the investigation in this direction. 
It is strange that the Government 
experts asked by the committee to 
analyze the mesgages 5s hould be 
‘beaten’ by a newspaper. 

Senator Wheeler said hé con- 
sidered it rémarkable also that 
the Government's éxperts were ap- 
parentiy at a loss. “Without this 
disclosure the investigation might 
have been delayed indefinitely, if 
not actually balked,” he said. 

Since it was of particular value 
at the hour when his investigation 
in the Department of Justice is be- 
ginning, Wheeler displayed . 
traordinary interest, and predicted 
that this evidence alone would be 
gufficient to force Daugherty’s re- 
tirement from the Cabinet if’ noth- 
ing more were proved.” 

Talk Around Senate. 

The talk around the Senate was 
that the effect would be to compel 
Presigent Coolidge to take full 
cognizance of the positive proof of 
the Justice Department’s implica- 
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tion in the scandai and to demand 
Vaugherty's resignation. Failure 
of tue President to do so now 
would be disastrous and might 
even cost him the Kepublican nom- 
ination, in the view of Kepubiican 
ieuders. 

Burng’ history was called to 
many minds and the fact that 
Daughe:ty had insisted upon plac- 
ing Burns at the head ot the Bu- 
reau of. investigation «despice the 
viidespread protests against it. 

Senator Walsh emphasized that 
no ald Whatever has been furnished 
te the of] investigators by Burns or 


“Il have not asked for it, of 
course,”” said Walsh, “and it is en- 
tirely obvious from these connec- 
ticns with McLean that had I asked 
fcr it, it would have been of no ad- 
vantage to the investigation; on the 
contrary, the indications are that it 
would have been of greater advan- 
tage to Mr. McLean and Mr. Fall.” 

Perhaps one of the greatest sig- 
nificances in the unveiling of the 
code mystéry was its added corrob- 
oration of the reports that adminis- 
tration agencies have béen inter- 
ested more in suppressing the oil 
story than in aiding the investiga- 
tion and the prosecution of those 
in.volved. 

“T consider this the most damag- 
ing evidence that had been discov- 
ered against Daugherty,” Senator 

ish (Dem.), Massachusetts, said. 
“i do not see how the President 
eah possibly excuse Daugherty’s 
continued présence fh the Cabinet, 
in the light of this proof.” 

Both in Senate snesches and the 
universal discussion of the subject, 
the same view was repeatédly ex- 
pressed, that Daugherty will have 
to go noOw—or that Coolidge will 
have to force Daugherty out. 


Remarkable Sensation. 


Altogether, nothing could have 
produced a more remarkable sen- 
gation both ‘in and out of Congress. 
Copies of the World vanished +o. 
rapidly from news stands that none 
were obtainable by midday at sev- 
éral of the principal stands. The 
Washington Herald, which repbrint- 
éd the World's expose, was in sim- 
ilar demand, and there were no 
Senators able to be at their office 
today who had not familiarized 
themselves with the disclosures 
even before the hotir when the 
Senate mét. 

E. 8S. Rochester, who had been 
a protege of McLeang father and 
is Now one of Daugherty’s depart- 
ment aids, had been shown by the 
uncoded McLean telegrams to be in- 
ordinately interésted in the -Sen- 
ate’s investigation and in wiringMc- 
‘Lean, but this connection. did hot 
asstime the iffifortance of a § ce- 
menting link until thé decoded | 
were made known. 

Senators felt generally that At- 
torney-General Daugherty 
scarcely find any satisfactory ex- 
planation now for his concéalment 
of McLean's rélations with the de- 
partment. The hasty trip to Chi- 
cago was widely looked upon 
well timed, for Daugherty 
erywhere the chief topic.

Susricion had been turned upon 
Daugh*rty and his department 
from his failure to act in the oil 
situation, his interference in the 
Elk Hills case with consequent tre- 
mendous advantage to the Standard 
Oil, his reported verbal approval of 
fhe oil leases 20 Harry F: Sinclair 
and Edward L. Doheny.

Request From Attorneys. 


In preparation for beginning the 
investigation, Chairman Brookhart 
after the Senate had adjourned 
held brief conferences with the 
committee’ members, but  post- 
poned a decision upon procedure. 
Later, copies of the letters from 
the Attorney-General’s counsel 
were delivered at the offices of all 
committse members as follows: 

“By the direction of the Attor- 
ney-General, it Is our pleasure to 
advise you that in the conduct of 
your invéstigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice every agency and 
facility of that department is at 
your service. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral also wishes to notify you that 
in order to rélieve the régular at- 
torneys on the staff of the Depart- 
ment of Justice from any interfer- 
ence in the transaction of the pub- 
lic business, he has asked us to 
represent the department of th? 
Attornéy-General, at his own ex- 
pense, during the course of your 
proceedings, and to assist you in 
this investigation in every way. 

“The Attorney-Genéral most re- 
spectfully requests that we, as his 
répresentatives, be granted such 
rights and privileges during the 
course of your proceedings as may 
seem to your committee fair and 
reasonable, and particularly  re- 
quests:

All alone in his castle In Perth- 
shire, Sir John took his own Iliffe, 
leaving behind debts aggregating 
nearly £1,000,000 ($5,000,000). 

Sensational disclosures are made 
in the Express article concerning 
Sir Juhn’s private affairs. 

It is alleged that he paid £895,000 
for the baronetcy conferred upon 
him in June, 1920. Three farncus 
banks are creditors against ‘iis es- 
tate, it is said.

Tom, Dick and 
Harry were not invited into the 
home, or to the table, or taken 
into full friendship in the group. 
The home was considered a sacred | 
place where none but those worthy | 
by culture, character and breeding | 
were urged to stay. The family | 
was not the least bit snobbish. it | 
was simply selective of its com- | 
panions. Once a person was taken 
into the home, the bars were com- 
pletely down. There was neithor 
reserve nor limit in the welcome, 
the hospitality and the friendship 
bestowed. Even when he was Pres- 
| ident, Mr. Wilson seemed to give 
his complete confidence to anyone 
within the family circle. Problems 
of state, his opinions of men and 
affairs — everything — were dils- 
cussed with the utmost abandon 
and without the slightest hint that 
it was being said in confidence. 
Mr. Wilson held in good faith to 
the old Southern idea that confi- 
dence given in the home or at the 
table was inviolable. Many of 
those who were guests at his tabie 
often gasped with amazement— 
almost with fear—at the frank- 
ness manifested by Mr. Wilson.

4000 Negro Children at 
Last of Free Concerts 


Audience Largest and Best Behaved of All 
Which Have Attended Symphony Pro- 
grams of Post-Dispatch Gift Series. 


N tne first floor of the Mis- 
0 souri Theater, 2000 negro chil- 

dren sat so noiselessly for half 
an hour yesterday morning, before 
the beginning of the fifth and last 
of the Post-Dispatch children’s 
free concerts, that one fancied the 
seats were empty. It was only 
when the eyes became accustomed 
to the gloom that they perceived 
row after row of children, waiting 
silent and motionless for the Sym- 
Phony Orchestra to begin its pro- 
gram. 

The concert was to start at 10:30, 
but the children began arriving 
long before 10 o'clock. At that 
hour ushers commenced guiding 
the overflow into the balcony. The 
well-dressed and quiet youngsters 
came mostly by street car, but 
in 
alltomobiles. A striking feature was 
@ parade of 19 taxicabs, striped in 
red in black, which drove ina 
line along Grand boulevard and 
disembarked negrly 100 members 
of the Boys’ Club of the Elleards- 
ville Y. M. C. A., at Pendleton and 
St. Ferdinand avenue. The attend- 
afice was approximately 4000, the 
largest of the entire series of con- 
certs. It was also the most or- 
dérly and attentive audience of 
them all. 

Not One Attempted to Leave. 

As the musicians filed on the 
etage the children broke from thelr 
uncanny silence with handclapping, 
which was redoubled when Ru- 
Golph Ganz, director of the Or- 


i 


chestra, walked to his stand. 
Thereafter, though there was ap- 
plause and laughter, the ushers 
and monitors had nothing to do 
in the way of maintaining order. 
So far as could: be seen, not a 
child attempted to leave before 
the end of the program. The only 
chattering occurred during’ the 
playing of the Largo from 
Dvorak's “New World” symphony, 
parts of which it was difficult to 
hear. 

Without introductory remarks, 
Mr. Ganz launched the orchestra 
upon the sonorous melodies of El- 
gar’s march, “Pomp and Circum- 
stance,” which was heard with such 
close attention that there, was 
scarcely even a cough. After the 
applause had died away, the direct- 
or said: 

“We of the Symphony Orches- 
tra are glad to have you with us. 
It looks as if you would make the 
same record as you did last season, 
when the colored children were the 
best behaved audience of the year.” 

Von Suppe’s overture, “Poet and 
Peasant” was received with similar 
absorption, except that a passage 
for solo violoncello and harp so 
jleased some of the children that 
they could not wait to applaud un- 
til the end of the piece. 
Instruments Introduced One by One 

Next in order was an exposition 
of the entire list of ofchestral in- 
struments, which the director de- 
scribed as composing a family with

the family. As the last instrument 
was lifted into view, several of the 
children exciagmed “Oh, my! and 
“Whew!”’ 

Then followed similar demon- 
strations of the piccolo, flute, 
oboe, English horn, clarinet, bass 
clarinet, bassoon and double-bas- 
soon, each introduced by Mr. Ganz 
with some: pleasantry which kept 
the children tittering. and laugh- 
ing. He said that the bassoon 
looked like a cigar, but that it 
couldn't be smoked; and that the 
great double bassoon, at the sight 
of which the children again ex- 
claimed, was like a cannon, or 
else an elephant. 

Harp Won Most Applause. 


The trumpet sounded several 
signals, and then the French horn 


quartet played a fragment of har- 


mony, at which the little listeners 
applauded at length. The French 
horn, said the director, looks like 
‘crowded up spaghetti,” and if 
unwound would be 16 feet long. 
The trombone, “which is nice and 
shiny,” displayed its quality; and 
then the tuba was played through 
a phenomenal range of four oc- 
taves. It blared several notes 
when Mr. Ganz asked the perform- 
er to make his instrument scold. 
The harp won the longest applatise 
of all, after which H. Max Stein- 
del and Mme. Graziella Pampari 
played “The Swan,” by Saint- 
Saens, for violoncello and harp: 

In the percussion. section, the 
players exhibited one by one the 
kettledrums, bass) arum, cymbpas, 
military drum, xylophone, tam- 
bourine, castanets, triangle, sapd- 
paper, sleighbells and chimes. 

“Now,” said the director in con- 
clusion, “you have made a begin- 
ning of acquaintance’ with the sin- 
gle instruments of the orchestra. 
You will find that the more you 
know about the individual instru- 
ments the more you will appreci- 
ate symphonic music.”

Court for Tuesday. Attorneys to- 
day announced they were ready 
for trial. 

Mrs. Byfield, in a.petition filed 
with the court,’ alleged that Cand- 
ler attacked her in a stateroom she 
occupied on the liner Berengaria 
in July, 1922, when Candler, his 
two young daughters, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Byfield were enroute to Eu- 
rope. The petition declared t 
as a result, Mrs. Byfield suffered 
“intense humiliation and chagrin 
and became sertously i11.’”’ 

Candler denied any improper 
conduct, according to a suit filed 
by him against Byfield, the hus- 
band of the plaintiff, in which he 
sought to recover $25,000 alleged 
to have been “obtained from him 
by the husband the morning fol- 
lowing the alleged incident on 
shipboard. 

On the Sixth Day Ont. 

According to Mrs. Byfleld’s pe- 
tition, the incident which became 
the grounds for the $100,000 dam- 
age suit, occurred when the Ber- 
engaria was on her sixth day out 
—at 2:30 o’clock in the morning 
of July 17—and the last night be- 
fore the liner docked at Cher- 
bourg. 

There was the tsual gaiety and 
merrymaking aboard the ship on 
the preceding night, Mrs. Byfield 
stated, champagne being served in 
moderate quantity. She had put 
the childrén to bed and with By- 
field retired to their stateroom. 
Her husband went on deck, she al- 
leged, but she did not accompany 
him. 

It was at this juncture, the peti- 
tion continued, that Candler en- 
tered her stateroom. Her screams, 
she asserted, brought her husband, 
who engaged ih a fist fight with 
Candler. 

“Committed No Wrong.” 

In Candler’s answer, he denied 
persuading the Byfields to accom- 
pany him on the trip to France. 
He described events of the evening, 
maintaining he “committed no 
wrong.” 4 

Candler set out that he “became 
intoxicated’ while a member of a 
dinner party which included the 
Byfields and three other persons. 
He said he did not remember how 
in the stateroom 
with Mrs, Byfield, and alleged that, 
almost immediately after he en- 
tered the room Byfield rushed in 
and shouted: 

“Now I've caught you! I have 
been suspecting this for six months. 
You must pay me $25,000.”

He 
said he submitted to Byfield’s de- 
mand and wrote him a check for

DEMPSEY IS RECOVERING 
RAPIDLY AND WILL 
LEAVE HOSPITAL SOON 


NEW YORK, March 1. — Jack 
Dempsey, world’s heavyweight 
champion, is recovering rapidly from 
the effects of a minor operation per- 
formed last Wednesday and will 
leave the Polyclinic Hospital next 


Monday or Tuesday, his manager, 
Jack Kearns, declared today in de- 


nying reports that the titleholder’s 
iliness had taken a turm for the 


worse. 

“Statements that the champion 
has developed complications and 
may be forced to remain indefinite- 
ly at the hospital are entirely un- 
founded,” asserted Kearns, who at 
the same time belittled reports that 
Dempsey’s condition might jeopar- 
dize his ring program this year. 

“There is nothing serious,” he 
continued, “nor any developments 
calculated to cause the least appre- 
hension. Jack has recovered stead- 
ily since Wednesday and sat up to- 
day for the first time. He probably 
will leave the hospital Monday or 
Tuesday, after which he will rest 
up before booking any engage- 
ments.” 

Kearns’ statement was substan- 
tiated at the hospital, where it was 
said Dempsey was “resting comfort- 
ably. ”? , 

Dempsey, Kearns disclosed, was 
operated upon for an abscess and 
hemorrhoids. He denied emphatical- 
ly reports that the champion ‘was 
suffering from any other ailments. 
Physicians, he said, were satisfied 
with Dempsey’s progress and saw 
no cause for concern.

“You are a terrible person if you 
tell the truth about all this. You 
are denounced ‘by all the hirelfngs 
of privilege and beset with every 
weapon known to respectability.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 


Some Phonograph Manufactur- 
ers Contemplating Entering 


Radio Business. 

The tremendous spread of inter- 
est in radio development which is 
keeping the manufacturers of wire- 
less equipment rushed to capacity 
to fill orders, is calculated to help 
rather than hurt the manufacture 
and sale of musical instruments.

Clearly the public hereabouts would prefer 
to soothe its shocked sensibilities by accept- 
ing the doctors’ theory that the youth is 
mad. The average American mind _ re- 
volts at the idea that such an appalling crime 
could have been committed with premedita- 
tion. . And indeed there is scarcely a parallel 
io it in fact or fiction. De Maupassant, delv- 
ing into the sordid aspects of the human 
makeup, does examine possible motives of 
“A Parricide,”’ but the crime he pictures 
seems hardly a misdemeanor in comparison 
with this monstrosity—that is, if the prose- 
cutors’ theory is correct, and here is the evi- 
dence upon which they base their contention. 

Frank McDowell, they assert, was an idler 
and a spendthrift. His constant cry to his 
parents was for more money. He complained 
at the meagerness of his own allowance and 
bitterly resented anything given to his sis- 
ters, Marion and Williamette. A year ago 
he got rid of them by saturating their bed 
with kerosene, locking them in and setting 
fire to the house. Then with his status as his 
parents’ only heir established, he next turned 
his attention to getting rid of them—so the 
officers say. 

Chief of Police George ™ Goslick and De- 
tective John Trotter of St. Petersburg produce 
evidence that the boy expected to get posses- 
sion of $17,000 through the death of his fa- 
ther and mother. This sum would have in- 
cluded insurance on the father’s life, long- 
term notes due as proceeds from a newspaper 
the elder McDowell had owned at Decatur, 
but had sold following the fire tragedy, and 
money from the sale of the McDowell home. 

In substantiating their theory, the officers 
point out that the only job Frank McDowell 
ever had was as an insurance agent, and that 
the only policies he ever sold were two on his 
father’s life. Each of these policies was sold 
in the last year, since the death of the two 
McDowell sisters. and both had a Clause which 
provided that the amount of the indemnity 
would be doubled in case the elder McDowell 
came to a violent death. 

Further bearing out their theory that the 
19-year-old boy killed his parents for money 
and not because he was insane, the officers 
have obtained a statement from W. J. Kelly 
of St. Petersburg, ah intimate acquaintance of 
McDowell's. in which Kelly says that the 
yvouth’s ambition was to*travel over the world 
and that his constant complaint was that he 
needed money. He said Frank McDowell 
frequently had tried to persuade him to leave 
Florida and go with him to New York and 
then Paris. The boy, he declared, was con- 
stantl® picturing the lure of life in the gtit- 
ter of Broadway's white lights.

convinced as those in Florida, that McDowell 
is sane, and in case he is not convicted of 
murder in Florida they have asked that he be 
returned to Georgia for trial. 


Boy Tells of His “Brain | 

But against this evidence of. premeditated 
murder, relatives, friends and alienists cling 
tu the “egomania”’ plea. Proof of the ex- 
istence of such a disorder, they declare, is 
evident in everything the boy has done or 
said. In this connection a well-known At- 
lanta alienist has startled the city by an- 
nouncing that virtually every community has 
igs quota of Frank McDowells walking the 
streets in liberty but capable of just such 
crimes as this boy has confessed. More than 
250 persons in Atlanta alone, he says, have 
come under his observation and have been 
found to be suffering from the same mental 
malady that caused Frank McDowell to wipe 
out his entire family. These people he re- 
gards as potential murderers if their partic- 
ular hallucinations are ever opposed. In his 
opinion it was the same form of insanity that 
caused Czolgosz to assassinate President Mc- 
Kinley, Booth to kill Lincoln and the people 
of Salem to burn witches at the stake in co- 
lonial days. 

Dr. H. Marion Smith, alienist and psychi- 
atrist of Tampa, Fla., examined McDowell 
in his cell in the Pinellas County Jail at 
Clearwater, Fla., and pronounced him insane. 

Frank McDowell himself says that be has 
a dual-personality, though he explains this 
in a rather complicated way, and declares 
that he has suffered from “brain storms,” a 
type of insanity first mentioned at the trial 
of Harry K. Thaw for the murder of Stanford 
White.~ 

lm describing his dual personality he goes 
into religion, which is his chief obsession. 
whether feigned or real. “‘When I have con- 
trol of myself,”’ he says. “I am above religion. 
T am ap atheist. But when my subconscious 
nature is in control of me, I believe in Christ 
and a living God. My subconscious self seems 
to command something that-conscious mind 
is powerless to ignore and my body obeys 
Just before my crimes I am a Christian; then 
I become horrified at the enormity of my sins 
cond return to atheism.”’ 

R. G. Payne, the man for whom McDowel! 
worked a short time as an insurance solicitor, 
says the boy' is “more lazy than crazy. He 
would rather have been killed than work.” 

The’ police now believe that Mrs. McDowell 
knew her son was the murderer when her two 
daughters were killed and protected him from 


the authorities, only to meet death at his 
lands herself. There is, of course, no proof 
ci this, nor is there now any means of obtain- 
ing proof, but officers recall that when they 
suspected Frank of the crime at the time of 
the fire investigation the mother frustrated 
their efforts to question him. She insisted 
on remaining in the room all the time the 
vouth was under examination and objected 
vigorously to the cross-questioning that was 
attempted. In spite of this, however, Robert 
C. W. Ramspeck, Solicitor of the City Court 
ef Decatur, got statements from him which 
are expected to be of importance now,

Girls Trapped in Bedroom. 


It was fe Feb. 19, 1923, that the two Mc- 
Dowell sisters were burned to death at their 
home in Decatur, which is about six miles 
from Atlanta. They were trapped in their 
100m by a door locked from the outside. The 
fire was discovered by a neighbor returning 
home shortly after midnight, and although 
volunteer rescuers saved the parents, falling 
rafters prevented them from reaching the 
girls. It is not clear just how Frank Me- 
Dowell got out of the house. 

Neighbors saw the two girls through the 
window panes, their figures silbouetted by 
the flames. The two were trying frantically 
io raise the window. 

Then’ they disappeared.

the door. 

Mrs. McDowell was overcome by the heat 

ond the smoke, and her husband was burned 
severely in helping to carry her from the 
Plazing house. 
. Rescuers noticed a strong odor of kerosene 
‘n the room in which the bodies of the girls 
were found. and also found bits of cotton 
which bad in some way escaped the flames. 
This led to an investigation which resulted 
in the arrest of a former cook of the family 
whe had been discharged a few days before. 
Her husband and another negro. mag aso 
were arrested. but after a short while all 
three were released. 

The day after the fire Frank McDowell was 
joticeably active in giving newspaper report- 
ers details of the tragedy and in, searching 
the rufps for pictures of the girls for pews 
paper use. He stressed the fact that the fire 
must have been of accidental origin. He 
seemed little concerned over what had hap- 
pened, but later on his parents spoke about 
his peciliar mental condition that had be- 
cothe more pronounced since the fire. ff was 
largely because of this, it is understood, that 


> 


the family moved from Decatur to St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. 

A year later, on the night of Feb. 19, 
Frank’s father and mother came to their 
deaths as they slept, at their home in St. 
Petersburg. Both were shot through the left 
temple. Frank himself gave the alarm, and 
declared that he had been knocked uncon- 
scious by the murderer who had killed his 
parents. To support this story he éxhibited 
a bruise on his head. Later the police found 
a 32-caliber pistol in the bottom of his trunk. 
It had been fired recently and contained two 
exploded cartridges. This brought the con- 
fession. Confronted*with the pistol, the boy 
admitted that _he owned it, that he had killed 
his parents, and that a year before he had 
burned his sisters. 

Here it was that the fanatical taie of ex- 
piation came in. At the age of 11, he told 
the officers, he had committed an “unpar- 
donable sin” in blaspheming the Holy Ghost 
and that it was necessary for him to sacri- 
fice his sisters and his parents to obtain for- 
giveness for this sin and to reach a state of 
perfection that wonld make him a “super- 
man.’ 

In a weird note that he wrote on heart- 
shaped paper and left on the bed where the 
bodies of his parents lay. he referred to ex- 
riation through “Fire, Blood and “Water.” 
His sisters perished by fire, his parents were 
found dead in pools of blood, and it is be- 
lieved by some investigators that he meant 
later to kill himself by drowning, thereby 
Completing the triology of destruction. 

Describing the murder, he said that he 
went to bed in the room adjoining that in 
which his father and mother slept, and that 
at that time he bad no thought of killing 
them. In the night, however, a voice ip a 
dream commanded him to slay bis father and 
mother, and so vivid was the dream that he 
awoke. After arming himself with a 32-cali- 
ber revolver. he entered the bedroom of his 
parents and shot them to death, firing five 
times in ali. Investigation showed that each 
of his victims was shot through the left tem- 
pie,. and powder burns indicated the pistol 
must have been held close. 

After the crime, Frank says, bis mind again 
became clear. He hid the pistol is the 
bottom of his trunk, bumped his bead against 
a door to bear out his story that he had been 
knocked. unconscious, and then slit the 
screen of the front door to make it seem 
that the murderer had forced an entrance. 
After that he gave the alarm. 

In the jail at. Clearwater Frank told is- 
terviewers of his sip against the Holy Ghost 
gnd of how he sought. to. wipe lt out. | 

“That was at Forsyth,” he began. (The 
family formerly lived at Forsyth, Ga.) | 
was jyst 11 years old.

Capture of Youths Who Headed Drug-Crazed Band of Criminals Ac- 
complished Through Exceptional Detective Work by the Men Who 
Took Up Their Trail Where They Abandoned the Murder Car— 
How the Chorus Girls They Entertained Put Officers on Their 
Track and Then Helped, by Their Testimony, to Convict Them at

NEW YORK, March 1. 
HEN “Old Bill’ Barlow’s trigger finger 
Watt him last Nov. 14 just at the mo- 
ment ip all his exciting career when he 
peeded it most and the white-haired bank 
messenger, tozether with his young guard, 
William H. McLaughlin, went to his death at 
the hands of two youthful gunmen, there was 
little to promise that the passing of three 
months would find the law’s score settled and 
justice done. In the parlance of creokdom, the 


.. murderers had “done a clean job and made a 


clean getaway,’ taking with them the $43.- 
607 that Barlow carried. The chances of ap- 
prebending them, brutal though the crime 
Was, seemed small indeed. 

But thanks to the bit of precocious detec- 
tive work on the part of New York Police 
Department and an acceleration of court pro- 
cedure, justice has followed faster than the 
criminals could flee. As a result of its three 
months’ pursuit, one of the most formidable 
erime syndicates that ever harassed New 
York has been broken up; four of its mem- 
bers have been convicted of first degree mur- 
@er and are Waiting for their turns in the 
electric chair, and three others are facing 
trials Which in all probability will bring some 
of them to a similar fate. The Raymond Street 
Jail is literally full of youths spending their 
last weeks rueing the day that bad judgment, 
tad companions, or whatever bad it was, led 
them after “Old Bill” Barlow in their quest 
for “easy money.”

[ “Easy Money” and Its Penalty. | 


The most conspicuous of these young men 
who yielded to the lure of “easy luxury” are 
the recently notorious Diamond brothers— 
Morris (Whitey) the alleged leader of the 
fang, and the sieck and boyish Joseph. They 
had a chance in life to earn a better fate than 
that which befits robbers and murderers, but 
they chose to listen to the trge of evil com- 
panions—-companions of that reckless, law- 
less, drug-crazed type that is giving Metropol- 
itan Police Departments more trouble than 
any of the desperadoes of the old days ever 
did. They were bent on getting “easy money.” 
and they got it together with “easy money's” 
consequences. They were the first caught 
and the first convicted after spectacular and 
tearful trials.

Prison one of these days will witness an elec- | 


trocution ‘carnival’ more appalling even 
than that in Texas which occasioned so much 
horrified comment recently when five men 
were marched to their death in a single day. 

There are two lessons worthy of attention 
in this fate of the Diamond brothers and their 
pals. It stands as a fitting example of the 
penalty of “easy money” for one thing. But 
it also‘looms even more commandingly as an 
exhibition of clever police work in a crime- 
ridden period when pursuers of criminals 
need ali the inspiration and encouragement 
they can get. It is a fact well known that 
when a detective or a policeman makes a 
spectacular haul and brings in a badly want- 
€d man, it not only helps to restore confi- 
dence in the Police Department, but it also 
has a tremendous influence on the crime busi- 
ness generally. Which is more important, it 
means a loss of nerve on the part of the gang- 
sters, for none knows better than they when 
itis unhealthy for them to operate. So it was 
not without some justification that the chase 
that led through Baltimore, Washington, 
Philadelphia and Cleveland and finally brought 
the Diamond gang into camp was heralded as 
a “crime detecting wave.’’ 

The story of the Diamond brothers is an- 
other tale of misdirected young lives, of fool- 
ish, vain thirst for luxury to be satisfied at 
any price. As high school boys in Brooklyn 
they were popular in better circles than those 
of the underworld and came of a family wei] 
respected in their neighborhood. Both had 


| gained considerable prominence at athletes. 


Whitey was noted as a star fullback in high 
school and Joe was locally famous as a base- 
ball pitcher, In recent years their father died, 
leaving the family a prosperous novelty box 
manufacturing company, and with the exer- 
cise of ordinary discretion a comfortable fu- 
ture was assured. But no, they couldn't live 
on the proceeds that had made their father 
prosperous. They had to have more luxury, 
expensive motor cars and amorous affairs 
with actresses. It was not long until the box 
company was in hopeless straits, with bills 
totaling thousands of dollars unpaid. 

They might have come through that difaé- 
culty, however, or at least have averted their 
present plight, had they not met Tony Pan- 
tanc. That was about the most unfortunate 
thing that could bave befallen two youths 
iookiug desperately for means of getting some 
money and getting it quick. 

Tony, it happened, worked in the West 
End Bank, where Morris had a small account, 
and Tony bad an imagination that stopped 
at nothing where matters of finance were in- 
volved. For him to become a steady pal of 
the Diamonds just when bis particular brand 
eof resourcefulness fitted their needs so wel! 
was fatal. Perbaps it was just as unpfortu- 
pate for Tony that he met the Diamonds.

Money—lovely yellow gold pieces and 
cTackly bills—were intrusted to little messen- 
ger boys to carry around and to old and fee- 
ble men, like “Old Bill’ Barlow, who had ad- 
vanced too far along in years to be the vig- 
orous policeman he once was. Pieces of dirty 
newspaper were used to disguise the package 
with the “‘goods’’ in it, so Pantano reported. 
On certain days “Old Bill” Barlow carried 
such a bundle across Brooklyn for the West 
End Bank. With him went along another 
younger man with a leather bag in hand as a 
blind. It would be a dead easy job some time. 

About that time the Diamond brothers 
moved into an apartment in East Twenty-sev- 
enth street, although their home was ostensi- 
bly with their mother and sisters at 1954 Fif- 
ty-fourth street, Bath Beach. At the new ren- 
cezvcus they entertained Pantano and his 
friends and sometimes chorus girls with ex- 
pensive tastes. All the while the box com- 
pany’s obligations grew larger and the Dia- 
mond taste for luxury more insatiable. There 
the robbery plan was developed. 

The Diamond boys are said to, have shown 
no little distaste at first for the idea of kill- 
ing anybody. But even that reluctance paled 
before the reassurance of their more des- 
perate companions, and they, too, waxed des- 
perate when told that “Old Man” Barlow was 
Lot-headed enough to put up a good fight and 
might practically force them to shoot him. 

Now that it is all over there is some differ- 
ence of opinion as to who was most to blame 
for that fata] holdup in which Barlow and the 
young McLaughlin were murdered in cold 
blood without even being given a chance to 
put up their hands. Joe Diamond, still dap- 
per and calm, declares that Whitey was re- 
sponsible for his part in it; that he just trailed 
alons doing what his 28-year-old brother told 
him as he usually did. Whitey, whimpering 
in his cell—Whitey, the tough, hard-boiled guy 
who could always look out for himself—also 
defends Joe as innocent of the murder. but 
he, im turn, passes the responsibility on to 
Pantano and Farina. 

But no matter who was most responsible, 
the police were not long in determining that 
all who took part in itt were thoroughly fa- 
m@liar with their assignments and probably 
bad planned the crime for months. 

On Nov. 14 last. “Old Bill” Barlow set out 
from the bank with $43,600 in his paper pack- 
age and his revolver in his pocket as usual.

or the promotion schemes of the Mammoth 
Oil Co., the proposition as it stands today is 
far from a paying one and the actual proven 
territory is not over a fifth of what was an- 
ticipated over the entire dome, while a large 
per cent of this is a gas-producing area and 
the company finds itself with a prodiction 
at present of 100,000,000 cubic feet of gas, 
with no market for it. 

Could this be transported to the great man- 
ufacturing districts of the East it would net 
millions of dollars. Here, however, it is 
worthless, for it is not marketable at any 
price. The present production of crude, too, 
is far below expectation. 

All development of the Mammoth Oil Co.’s 
Jease is now at a standstill. The company 
has one of the most modern camps ever built 
in any oil field and formerly employed from 
three to five hundred men. However, the 
uumber has gradually decreased until but 30 
men remain, and it is reported that not even 
all of these workers will be retained. How- 
ever, a fleet of 10 trucks of four to five tons 
capacity is busy hauling materials to the com- 
pany’s warehouse in Casper, which is off 
the reserve. 


The local oil experts express many varied 
opinions regarding the situation and are gov- 
erned by personal interests oftimes in their 
statements. But it seems to be the general 
impression that, considering the development 
today, the result is disappointing. 

The company has drilled 89 wells. Eleven 
are in the shale, 12 are gassers, four are in- 
active and the balance are either uncompleted 
or in need of repair. The production is at 
present 3600 barrels @ day. The wells not 
exceeding 50 barrels per day are paying the 
Government 121-2 per cent, the 100-barrel 
wells 16 2-3 per cent, increasing on this slid-

The appended extracts 
from her letters and con- 
versations were gathered 
by M. Dorian of Toronto, 
Canada, who was a close 
friend of the great French 
actress in the later years 
of her life. They include 
passages from her unpub- 
lished novel, *“Chamois- 
ette,”” and from letters to 
Pierre Berton and Victor- 
ien Sardou. 


OVE united David 
and Jonathan. Love still unites men, I 
believe; but only scandals and panics can 
unite two women. 


The big-loud-voiced love that books 

tell us about is not the best thing to have 

in a household at all. It is too like a voicano throw- 
ing up bad along with good, and forever in eruption. 
The most peaceful homes are run without it. 


The only woman who has a past really is the 
woman who has no future. 


A beautiful woman should be considered only for 
her purely decorative value. She has no other. 


Friendships may be mended when they have been 
broken, perhaps; love, never. 


When we are young we can be faithless and do 
not want to; when we are old“we want to be faith- 
less and cannot be. Such is the difference between 
old age and youth. 


I loved once and it left me a ruin. I Was years 
outgrowing it, and, even yet, it comes back in an 
occasional break of the voice, or in a limp, or in a 
lapse of memory. They say that the person who 
goes through life without loving is unfortunate. 
“The person, generally speaking, who goes through 
life loving, is more unfortunate still. It bliidfolds 
you, takes a mortgage on your liberty and your peace 
of m'nd and bids you walk in low places.

For many years Mr. Lewis has-lived in Brooklyn 
where he has a comfortable home. He is what is 
called “a great home body.” He seldom goes away 
from his house.

This old book, profusely illustrated with comie 
wood cuts, is dedicated “To the Membegs of the De- 
troit Lime-Kiln Club, and to the Friends and Well- 
Wishers of the Colored Man in America.” 

A bigger book, also fich with illustrations in the 
old style suggestive of the Cruikshank drawings for 
Dickens, was published in 1875. This is called 
“Qunad’s Odds,” and is “by M. Quad. the Detroit Free 
Press Man, Each Copy Guaranteed Full Weight.” 
The dedication reads: “To the Pawnee Tribe of 
Indians. with earnest congratulations upon their sue- 
cess in escaping thus fer the series of evils follow- 
ing in the shadow of the lightning-rod seller, the 
ehromo pead'er and the tax collector, and truly hop- 
ing for an immediate moral improvement, is this 
volume respectfully dedieated by the Author.” 

The opening article in “Quad’s Odds” is entitled 
“Up Among the Splinters.”” and this fs the piece that 
first made the anther famous. being, in fact, “How 
it Feels to Be Blown Up.” under another title. The 
article is copied here under fts original title which 
sepmIns more striking: :

hiding for long periods to avoid giving their testi- 
mony ata ganegster’s trial. 

It probably was the effect of a few “horrible ex- 
amples,” rather than any promptings of altruism 
that caused an unwritten law against “snitching” to 
be put into the gang code. In promulgating a rule 
of action of this kind the gun speaks louder than 
words. - 

The other fertile source of gang killings Was the 
diviston of the spoils after a “haul” had been made. 
There was another unwritten law that all who took 
equal risks in a crime should have equal shares in the 
proceeds. That smug old saw, “there is honor 
among thieves,” has been shown in many instances 
of St. Louis gang history to be without basis in 
fact. After many robberies there has been one 
greedy conspirator who tried to “hold out” on his 
companions. Usually, a very short time after mak- 
ing this attempt, be was a bullet-riddied corpse. 
“Snitching” dnd “holding out” put most of the 
notches in the gangsters’ guns.

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time it earried the political boss and the saloon 
keeper into complications of which they did not 
dream when they first enlisted complacent young 
corner loafers to do their political dirty work. From 
protectors of illegal voters they became protectors 


‘of thieves and murderers and they could not back 


out for fear of gang vengeance. 

Occasionally all possible influence could not pre- 
vent the conviction and imprisonment of a gangster. 
When he came out of arieys he must be taken 
care of. 

Right here was ihawacebhl one of those vicious 


practices which brought the gang to its present state 


as a menace to society. Certain saloon keepers, of 
their’ own volition or at the command of bosses, 
made@t a practice to meet gangster convicts as they 
emerged from prison and give them jobs as bar- 
tenders. 

The ex-convict bartender, aside from his bad per- 
sonal influence around the saloon, was an object 
lesson to aspiring young gangsters—a living ilius- 
tration that a man could commit crime and still “suc- 
ceed in life.” 

In most cases, before the saloon keeper did his bit 
by furnishing a job, there had been exercise of po- 
litical influence to free the gangster from prison 
after he had served only a short portion of his sen- 
tence. It has been often asserted by the police 
authorities that the free use of the parole and par- 
doning powers has hampered efforts to put danger- 
ous gangsters into prison and keep them there. 

Much could be written on those phases of gang life 
which turn about quarrels over the division of spoils 
and about rivalries which started in the early days of 
saloon gangs a generation or two ago and which 
have resulted in many murders. 

Crimes like payroll and bank robberies require 
efficient organization and there can be no doubt that 
such organization exists in St. Louis. In the early 
days crimes of this kind were not on the gang cal- 
endar. That was before gangsters who had “done 
their bit,” or part of it, returned to their old haunts 
as exchange professors in the school of crime and 
brought with them the techniqne of more daring and 
bolder exploits. 

The saloon in its earlier form does not exist today, 
but there are still in St. Louis several hundred “soft 
drink parlors” and some of these are still the haunts 
of gangsters, The passing of the saloon opened up 
a new and venturesome business for many gangsters 
and for their politician and saloon keeper protectors. 
They are bootleggers now, many of them hardened 
and desperate criminals, in a dangerous calling 
where the gun still barks when anybody “snitcher” 
“hold 


or tries to ent.” 


The common name for them is matches, 
of which the world uses about 7,000,- 
000,000 daily—Each has tts ° 
and its “time-fuse,” which are chem- 
ical compounds applied during the 
process of manufacture—Advances in 
convenience and safety since 1800. 
when flint, steel and tinder were nec- 
essary to light a brimstone match, or 
the later type which required a bottle 


of sulphxaric acid a3 


F ALL the matches used m the 
world in a single day—-about 
seven and a haif biilions——were 
laid out end to end, they wouid 
reach from the earth to ihe moon 
and some 16,000 miles b-yond 
This means, of course. that 
matches are made by the billion every 
day. 

So far as numbers are concerned, 
they probably exceed any other mann- 
factured article. In the United States 
the largest match factories are located 
in Oshkosh. Wisconsin. and Barberton, 
Ohio. The daily output of the factories 
in thege two districts alone is about a 
. billlen-matiches a dar 

One of the first forms of matches 
was the brimstone match, early in 1808. 
Tv thin strip: of 
highly resinous or very dry pine-wood, 
about six inches long, with pointed 
ends dipped in melted sulphur: thus 
prepared, the suiphur points imstantiy 
ignited when app'ied to a spark ob- 
tained by striking fire into tinder from 
a fiint and steel.

The first of these inventions was 
the “Instantaneous Light Box,” which 
consisted of a small tin box containing 
a bottle, In which was placed some 
sulphuric acid with sufficient fibrous 
asbestos to soak it up and prevent its 
spilling out of the bottle, and a supply 
of properly prepared matches. These 
consisted of small splints of weed about 
two inches long. one end of which was 
coated with a chemical mixtire. They 
were readily inflamed by dipping the 
ends into the sulphuric acid.

lucifer match succeeded the 
and differec materially: the 
bottle of sulphuric acid and all its in- 
conveniences were dispensed with: the 
match was either of small sirips of 
pasteboard or wood. and the inflam- 
mable mixture Was a compound of chlo- 
rate of potash and esulpnuret. of 
antimony, wi'h enough of powdered 
zum to render it adhesive when mixed 
with Water. and applied over the end 
of the match, dipped as before in 
melted brimstone. 

These matches were ignited by the 
friction caused by drawing them 
through a piece of bent sandpaper. So 
very popular did these become that, 
though they have since passed away 
like their predecessors, they have left 
their name behind. which is popuiarly 
applied to other kinds since invented. 

Next to the lucifer in importance 
was the Congreve, a modification of 
which is still commonly used. The 
body of this match is usually of wood, 
but some called are of very 
thin wax-taper. The composition con- 
siets of phosphorus and nitre. mixed 
with melted gum or glue. and colored 
with vermillion, red lead, umber. soot, 
or other coloring material. The Con- 
kreve match requires only a slight fric- 
.tion to ignite it, for which purpose the 
bottom or some other part of the box 
is made rough by attaching a piece of 
sandpaper, er covering it, after wetting 
it with glue, with sand.

match was invented by a Swede named 
Lundstrom, a manufacturer of matches 
at Jonkoping, in 1855. There is no 
phosphcrus in the safety match itself; 
instead the other elements in the match 
are brought into contact with the phos- 
phorus (red phosphorus) only on the 
friction surface, which contains also 
sulphide of antimony. . 

In spite of this precaution safety 
matches will, with sharp friction, light 
on smooth paper, wood, dry glass, and 
other substances; but they light readily 
“only on their own box.” ‘ 

As simple and commonplace as the 
ordinary parlor match today appears, 
it is really quite a complicated affair. 
To the scientist a match is not a match 
at all but a miniature high explosive 
bomb! Match heads are actually high 
explosives and in the quantities and 


under the conditions usei in munitions 


are capable of doing as much damage 
as TNT. As matches, of course, they 
are harmless even by the box or case. 

The match-bomb has its “detonator” 
and its “time-fuse”™ to set it off, while 
its stick is the element upon which they 
act, comparable to the main charge of 
a shell or hand grenade. Moreover, it 
must be a bomb with a timed explosion, 
neither too fast nor too slow. And on 
top of that it must go off with the 
least trouble on the part of the person 
who lights it. Fret. not go off acci- 
dentaliy. 

The first step in making matches is 
cutting the splints. Match splints the 
world over are made from various 
kinds of wooed, but most of the matches

Pine for match 
dried by stacking outdoors anywhere 
from one to three years—<irying it arti- 
ficially is too expensive. But carrying 
such a vast stock of raw materials ts 
costly business, too. With the more 
easily dried aspen, and with the im- 
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chopped into Individual match splints, 
which go through tanks of the impreg- 
nating solution and are dried in rotary 
dryers by steam. 

The entire splint and match process 
is continuous and almost automatic, 
employing practically throughout spe- 
cially designed machines. The choppers 
for splints, for instance, each have a 
capacity of about 1800 pieces per 
second; the match-dipping machines 
each turn ‘out about 590 perfectly fin- 
ished matches in the same period, or 
at the rate of neariy 2,000,000 per 
hour. 

Conveyors carry the wood in process 
from one station to another past in- 
spectors, who check the color and 
quality continuously. Ingenious sheet 
choppers cut the sheets into exact 
lengths and widths with revolving 
knives whose tremendous speed fill the 
plant with the noise of a dozen ocean 
liner sirens.. The huge rotary dryers 
are each eight feet in diameter by 60 
feet long. 

Even more complicated and interest- 
ing is the head of a match—#in this 
case the ‘‘double-tip-strike-anywhere’”’ 
kind. It has a large colored head known

as the “‘inert base,’’ meaning that it will 
not light without the fine tip of igni- 
tion compound which acts as the “‘time”’ 
or “contact” fuse. 

The mateh head must burn with the 
least amount of smoke and odor. It 
must be fairly windproof, burning in 
an air current of reasonable force, or 
lighting up again when sheltered if the 
flame has blown down. It must be 
waterproof, so that matches actually 
can be dipped in water and not spoiled. 
It must be sure fire, giving a full flame, 
not be noisy in lighting, nor flash up 
too quickly, burning one’s fingers.- The 
head must ‘stick securely to the splint, 
not only before the match is used, but 
afterward, and it must not break nor 
split either before or after use. 

The inert base must be oval or pear- 
shaped, so that when matches are 
packed or carried in the pocket, the 
white tips cannot come in contact with 
each other or with the inert base, acci- 
dentally setting themselves off. The 


on the smooth surface where people 
usually scratch matches—paper, wood, 
leather, cloth. It must make the 
slightest possible mark, not scratch or 
tear such surfaces, and the inert base 
must not stain either the wood or the 
splint, the clothing or the hand. 

Then, people like color even in match 
heads—any color at all as long as it 
oo a cheerful red! So a pleasing color 
is part of the ideal match, and dyes 
| are one of the many chemicals used in 
mateh compounds. One gets an idea 
of the field for chemical research in 
match heads when it is known that 
among oiher things they may contain 
phophorus sesquisulphide, red phos- 
phorus, potassium chlorate, ferric 
oxide, zinc oxide, ground glass, gluc, 


plaster of Paris, formaldehyde, pumice, 
lead thiosulphate, charcoal powder, 
silica, kieselguhr, aniline dyes—and so 
forth! 

After the splints have been cut, im- 
pregnated and dried, they are carried 
automatically to tab’es which jog out 
all broken and imperfect ones. Then 
other jogging machines level them up 
in’ parallel rows ready to be fed to the 
dipping machines. These machines each 
have a capacity of 2,000,000 matches 
per hour. The dipping machine has a 
framework carrying a long chain made 
up entirely of perforated plates, into 
which the splints are automatically fed 
two rows at a time, and begin the long 
journey that transforms them into 
matches. 

First, the splint ends pass over a hot 
plate, and are dipped in a bath of 


tip must ignite easily by light friction 


resin, carbon, casein, asbestos powder, 


melted paraffin. Then they are dipped 
in the inert base compound, travel 
along on the chain until partially dry, 
are dipped again for the tiny ignition 
tip, and finally, when the trip is fin- 
ished, and the drying completed, the 
finished matches are automatically dis- 
charged, row by row. The entire trip 
around the machine takes an hour. 
These different compounds of chemicals 
must be kept within very narrow limits 
of viscosity, so that each splint will get 
a head of uniform size and shape, and 


dry in-the allotted time. The process || 


must be carried on in uniform temper- 
ature and humidity. 

“A noisy “banger’’ match that makes 
you jump when you strike it is really 
one that has been case-hardened by too 
fast drying. Its hard shell makes a 
miniature grenade, and when the head 
is ignited it goes off with a real explo- 
sion. With perfect control of climate 
in the dipping room, these ‘‘bangers’’ 
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are eliminated by regulating tem pera- | 
ture and humidity. 

The whole process in a.modern match 
factory is controlled by tests from log 
to packing room. Everywhere along the 
line samples of splints and matches are 
constantly being taken ont and put 
through testing machines. The splints 
are tested for strength, uniformity of 
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size and whiteness. The base and tip 
compounds are given a viscosimeter test. 
They must be someihing like thick 
syrup. If either too thin or too thick, 
the matches will not take good heads 
in dipping. The viscosimeter indicates 
this syrupy quality of a compound in 
degrees as accurately as a thermometer 
indicates temperature, 

The sensitiveness of matches is 
tested, too, by putting them into a 
machine that rubs their heads with an 
alundum surface at a certain speed and 
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pressure, and sensitiveness can be 
measured by the quickness, force and 
percentage of ignition. 

Even the boxes in which the public 
buys the matches are made by ma- 
chinery that folds the paper, prints on 
the label and turms one side of the 
box into a sandpaper striking place. 

The chemist and engineer find so 
many points of quality in the common 
match, and so many détails to watch 
and keep up to standard, that they sug- 
gest a standard by which the consumer 
might see that he gets his money's 
worth in matches. One is quality, 
which can be determined by taking a 
handful of matches from a box, holding 
them upright and examining the 
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If they are good matches, from the. 
consumer standpoint, each head will | 
show its ignition tip. If that tip is 
missing, the match is imperfect, because 
it will not light when struck. Five to 
10 per cent of a boxful of inferior 
matches may be tipless, and many have 
no heads at all, plainly showing care- 
less manufacture or inspection, 

A few cénturies ago if you had pro- 
duced a little piece of wood, and by 
rubbing it lightly on a little box had 
caused the end to ignite suddenly, you 
might have run some risk of being 
yourself set on fire as a practitioner of 
the Bleck Art. If, however, you could 
have persuaded people to view the 
matter differently, and you had pos 
sessed a few dozen gross of boxes, a 
large fortune would have teen at your 
command. 

Today, the man is poor tndeed who 
cannot afford a box of the useful little 
sticks that are among the cheapest of 
the cheap things that we buy.
